The language of the original letters has been preserved verbatim et literatim 
Herman Melville’s handwriting is at times tantalizing. Due to a failing eyesight, 
vet more to a lack of coordination of his mind and hand, his writing is not easy to 
read. His words are often incomplete, either in the middle or at the end, and all 
but ascending and descending strokes are run together or are distorted. It is 
easier to read his writing and discover intention by surveying much than by word 
concentration. Where such a condition exists, the editor makes some allowance: 
for intention in his transcriptions. The texts of the letters have been liberally 
annotated, as well for their interpretation as for the elucidation of the persons: 
or things referred to in them. The data for these annotations have been largely 
derived from the Gansevoort-Lansing Collection. The portraits, etc., repre- 
duced are also from the family albums of that collection. 

A score or more of Melville’s letters to Evert Augustus Duyckinck are also 
owned by the Library, among the literary correspondence of the Duyckinck, 
Papers. These were liberally used by Meade Minnigerode in 1922.1

are about as ignorant of them as though they had never passed that way before. 

My school is situated in a remote & secluded part of the town about five miles 
from the village, and the house at which I am now boarding is a mile and a half 
from any other tenement whatever — being located on the summit of as savage 
and lonely a mountain as ever I ascended.

Had he been perfectly familiar with the circumstances of this school, — the 
difficultys under which it labours, and in short with every thing pertaining to it, — 
he could not have sketched it in a more graphic manner, than he has, in his 
description of the style in which schools of this species are genneraly conducted. 

Intimatly am I acquainted with the prevalence of those evils which he alledges 
to exist in Common-Schools.

Herman Melville seems considerably improved in health and spirits by his 
interspersing the spice of variety with the reality of life I met him at Mr Griggs 
last Sunday evening.

There is doubtless positive originality in him, Brilliancy but misanthropy, Genius 
but less judgement [sic]. He evidently mistakes his sphere. He has dropped the 
pen of candid narration for that of captious criticism.

INTRODUCTION

9) Nearly another decade passes before our novelist is definitely received 
to the English-speaking world, having been heralded by the aged Matthew 
é nold, who devoted one of his last essays to an appreciation of Tolstoi’s 
‘it.

The fact that Tolstoi renounced (in 189 1) the copyright to his | 
works written after 1881, offering them virtually as a gift to a world he was 
bent on remaking, was naturally an inducement to publishers. i 

The next logical step was the issuance of the master’s collected works. In- 
this matter the American publishers showed more enterprise than their com- 
petitors across the ocean. In 1901 a uniform edition was initiated in England 
under the editorship of Mr. Aylmer Maude, disciple, biographer and in- 
defatigable promoter of Tolstoi, but after the appearance of three volumes 
the undertaking was abandoned. The next year, the New York house of 
Scribner brought out the twenty-two volumes of “The novels and other works 
of Lyof N. Tolstoi” which are known as the International Edition. In 1904 
Professor Leo Wiener’s version appeared under a Boston imprint. With its 
four and a half million words, this is the more nearly complete edition, con- 
taining as it does everything of interest to the general reader. 

The quality of the translations has been steadily improving, but it is 
generally admitted that not a few of the current versions leave much to be 
desired. Perhaps the absence of copyright is somewhat to blame: publishers 
anxious to be the first to bring out an unprotected book were apt to be satisfied 
with hasty, shoddy work. In an appendix to his “Life of Tolstoi,” first pub- 
lished in 1910, Mr. Maude writes that “nearly half of Tolstoy’s works have — 
never yet been put into English which at all adequately represents the spirit 
of the originals.” More recently Professor Gilbert Murray expressed a simi- — 
lar sentiment in these sweeping terms: “The wonder to me has always been © 
how Tolstoy contrived to make such a tremendous and characteristic impres- { 
sion through such an opaque and distorting medium as the average Anglo- — 
American translation.” Recognizing this state of affairs, in 1922 a group of 
English and American notables, headed by Bernard Shaw, addressed a letter 
to the press soliciting public support of a new edition which would honor the — 
memory of the master in being complete, reliable and readable. The project — 
has materialized in the form of the Centenary Edition, appearing under the — 
imprint of the Oxford University Press and the editorship of Mr. Maude. 
The publication of the first volume having been timed to mark the Centenary 
of Tolstoi’s birth which was celebrated last September, the new edition has 
reached the sixth volume at this writing. Every one of these handsome books _ 
is provided with an appreciation by some literary light and occasionally with ~ 
notes by the editor. This enterprise is an eloquent testimony to Tolstoi’s posi- 
tion in the English-speaking world. 

A man who was never content to be merely a story-teller and who in good — 
time appeared in the réle of a spiritual guide and teacher, was bound to elicit 
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yied comment. And indeed, all manner of people, from Jane Addams to 
yginia Woolf, from Theodore Roosevelt to Max Beerbohm, from Colonel 
versoll to George Moore, have had something to say about Tolstoi. Natu- 
ly enough, his work has been the happy hunting ground of the critics. No 
jor critical intelligence either in England or America has yet dealt com- 
shensively and in detail with the totality of his art, though Mr. Fausset 
| perhaps approached this goal. Yet there are few recent writers of criticism 
nglish who have not in one form or another set down their reactions to 
| work. What seems to be the earliest critical essay is an article which 
eared in the Nineteenth Century in 1879, and which was reprinted in the 
ing Age inthis country. Written by W. R. S. Ralston, d friend and trans- 
or of Turgenev, it is substantially a retelling of “War and Peace.” Eng- 
a criticism of Tolstoi, however, dates rather from the above-mentioned 
ay by Matthew Arnold, which was published eight years later. 
in the field of biography, none of the Western languages. can point to a 
rk as ample and authoritative as Mr. Maude’s “Life,” in the preparation 
Which he had the assistance of Tolstoi himself and of his family. Bernard 
hw, in commenting on this book, wrote: “[It] will stand, I think, among 
big biographies of our literature.” In the revised version of this work 
ained in the Centenary Edition, Mr. Maude has drawn upon the latest 
sian sources, including N. N. Gusev’s biography of Tolstoi now in the 
irse of publication, which bids fair to supersede the older Life by Bir- 
Sov. Nor should one neglect Nathan H. Dole’s compendious volume and 
fessor George R. Noyes’ admirable monograph in the “Master Spirits of 
Grature” series. Yet these works, whatever their virtues, belong toa school 
dbiography which has been outmoded. One need not be much of a prophet 
#oretell that the modern practitioners of the venerable art are bound to seize 
Hh so rich a subject as the personality of the man whom Havelock Ellis 
‘led “the supreme Russian.”

Book reviews have been entered under the titles of the w 
reviewed, but it should be noted that no attempt has been made to round then 
all up, particularly reviews of more recent date. It has not been tho : 
advisable to list the general histories of Russian literature, all of which natu 
rally devote considerable space to Tolsto1’s life and works.
